To  the  Honorable  the  City  Council: 

Id  accordance  with  Chapter  46  of  the  Ordinances,  the  City 
Registrar  herewith  presents  his  42d  annual  report  on  the  births, 
marriages,  and  deaths  in  the  City  of  Providence  for  the  year  ending 
December  31,  1896. 

The  number  of  births  reported  in  the  city  during  the  year  1896 
was  4,125;  the  number  of  marriages  was  1,579;  the  number  of 
deaths  was  2,955. 

The  estimated  population  of  the  city  was  1 50,000,  and  the  pro- 
portion of  births,  marriages,  and  deaths  was  as  follows : 

Births,  4,125,  or  one  in  86.36  ;  or  27.50  in  each  1,000. 

Persons  married,  3,158,  or  one  in  47.50 ;  or  21.05  in  each  1,000. 

Deaths,  2,955,  or  one  in  50.76  ;  or  19.70  in  each  1,000. 

Owing  to  the  unavoidable  delay  in  collecting  records  of  births  the 
returns  are  yet  to  be  tabulated,  and  the  tables  will  be  presented  later 
as  an  appendix.

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APPENDIX. 


BIRTHS. 


There  is  always  considerable  delay  in  preparing  the  report  on 
Births,  Marriages  and  Deaths  for  the  printer,  due  to  the  defective 
method  prescribed  by  law  for  collecting  the  returns  of  births.  It  is 
always  necessary  to  correct,  compare  and  add  to  the  enumerators' 
returns,  so  that  three  or  four  months  must  elapse  after  the  first  of 
January  before  the  returns  of  the  preceding  year  can  be  considered 
complete.  As  the  ordinance  requires  the  city  registrar  to  make  a 
report  to  the  City  Council  on  or  before  the  first  day  of  April,  it  is 
impossible  to  have  the  tables  prepared  at  that  time,  and  they  are 
therefore  added  by  the  printer  in  the  appendix. 

Physicians  and  mid  wives  report  the  births  which  they  attend,  and 
clergymen  their  baptisms,  and  it  is  chiefly  from  these  sources  that 
the  enumerator's  returns  are  corrected.  In  1896  the  enumerators 
brought  in  3,818  returns  to  which  were  added  307,  which  were 
received  complete  from  other  sources,  so  that  the  total  number  of 
complete  returns  for  the  year  1896  was  4,125.  In  addition  to  these 
there  were  5  which  were  too  defective  to  enter  into  the  tables,  so  that 
the  total  number  recorded  as  occurring  in  the  city  was  4,130.  As 
the  population  of  the  city  for  1896  was  estimated  as  150,000,  the 
birth  rate  was  27.50.  There  were  in  1896,  19  less  births  than  in 
1895. 

Previous  to  1896  still  births  were  always  reckoned  among  the 
births  in  the  registration  reports  of  this  city.  This  however  is  not 
the  method  followed  by  statisticians  generally  and  it  was  deemed 
advisable  this  year  to  make  the  statistics  of  this  city  comparable 
with  those  of  other  cities  by  reckoning  as  births  only  the  living 
births.  If  the  still-births  had  been  counted  as  in  former  years  the 
total  number  of  births  in  1896  would  have  been  4,343  or  28.95  to 
each  one-thousand  of  the  population.  This  ratio  is  0.36  greater 
than  that  derived  in  the  same  manner  for  1895  so  that  the  decrease 
in  the  birth  rate  for  1897  is  apparent  not  real.

Ratio.  The  estimated  population  of  the  city  in  1896  was, 
150,000.  The  ratio  of  the  4,125  births  to  population  was  therefore 
27.50  per  1,000  inhabitants,  or  one  in  36.36.

Color.  The  number  of  colored  children  born  in  1896  was  reported 
as  128 ;  this  was  three  less  than  the  preceding  year.  The  number 
of  colored  persons  in  the  city  estimated  according  to  the  ratio  shown 
by  the  state  census  of  1895  was  4,265,  and  the  ratio  of  births  in 
this  class  would  therefore  be  30.01  per  thousand  or  1  to  each  33.31 
colored  inhabitants. 

The  colored  children  were  born  in  different  wards  as  follows : 
First,  16;  second,  27;  third,  15;  fourth,  4;  fifth,  9;  sixth  3; 
seventh,  25;  eighth,  20;  ninth,  9  ;  tenth,  0.

There  were  63  males  and  65  females  among  the  colored  children 
born  in  1896,  a  proportion  of  96.9  males  to  each  100  females;  or 
49.21  males  and  50.78  females  in  each  100  children. 

The  births,  marriages,  and  deaths  among  the  colored  population 
are  given  in  the  next  table,  in  periods  of  five  years,  from  1856  to 
1895,  for  1896,  and  for  the  whole  period  of  forty-one  years.  The

The  proportion  of  deaths  to  births  among  the  colored  population 
in  1896  was  96.1  to  100 ;  in  the  forty-one  years,  1856  to  1*96,  the 
proportion  was  106.7  deaths  to  each  100  births.

The  statement  given  below  shows  the  number  and  percentage  of 
children  of  American,  foreign,  and  mixed  parentage  since  1856. 
From  1856  to  1895  the  statistics  are  given  by  periods  of  five  years  ; 
tkjeo  they  are  given  for  1896,  and  for  the  whole  period  of  forty- 
one  years. 

The  figures  since  1891,  however,  do  not  include  the  whole  number 
of  births  for  those  years,  as  there  were  in  1891,  82  cases,  or  2.08 
per  cent,  of  all;  in  1892,  94  cases,  or  2.39  per  cent. ;  in  1893,  113 
cases,  or  2.71  per  cent. ;  in  1894,  107  cases,  or  2.59  per  cent. ;  in 
1895,  115  cases,  or  2.77  per  cent.,  and  in  1896,  98  cases,  or  2.38 
per  cent.,  where  the  birthplace  of  one  or  both  parents  was  not 
stated.  The  same  is  .true  of  the  total  for  forty-oue  years  ;  the  609 
cases  being  0.59  per  cent,  of  the  whole  number  of  births  during 
that  period :

In  1891  the  French  Canadians  were  first 
reckoned  separately  from  natives  of  the  other  British  Proviuces.

The  1,206  children  whose  parents  were  both  born  in  the  United 
States  were  29.24  per  cent,  of  all  the  children  born  during  the  year. 
Tliere  were,  in  addition  to  these,  371  children  whose  fathers  were 
bora  in  the  United  States  And  the  mothers  in  some  foreign  country  ; 
there  were,  therefore,  1.577  children  of  American  fathers,  or  88.23 
per  cent,  of  all.  There  were  also  346  children  whose  fathers  were 
foreign  and  the  mothers  American  ;  and  57  where  the  mother  was 
American,  the  father's  birthplace  being  unknown  ;  a  total  of  1,609 
children  of  American  mothers,  or  39.01  per  cent,  of  all. 
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'The  children  of  the  two  classes  of  mixed  parentage  numbered  717, 
or  17.38  per  cent,  of  all  the  children  born  during  the  year.  The 
children  of  purely  foreign  parentage  in  1896  numbered  2,104  or 
51.01  per  cent,  of  all.

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The  reference  marks  in  these  tables  indicate  the  "number  of  the 
first  child  in  cases  of  plurality  births  ;  thus  of  American  mothers  at 
the  age  of  30,  one  mother  bore  twins  which  were  her  first  and  sec- 
ond children  ;  two  mothers  bore  twins  which  were  their  second  aud 
third  children.  Of  foreign  mothers,  one  mother  at  the  age  of  24 
bore  twins  which  were  her  first  and  second  children  ;  but  the  first 
was  still-born,  and  is  not  counted  in  the  whole  number  of  births. 

The  number  of  mothers  in  1896,  who  were  under  20  years  of  age 
was  166  ;  92  American  and  74  foreign,  4.09  per  cent  of  the  4,063 
mothers  of  known  age.  This  was  0.60  per  cent,  more  than  the  aver- 
age for  thirty-three  years  and  six  months,  the  time  during  which  a 
record  of  the  ages  of  the  mothers  has  been  kept. 

The  number  of  mothers  in  1896  who  were  40  years  old  and  over 
was  172  ;  58  American  and  1 14  foreign,  or  4.23  per  cent,  of  mothers 
of  known  age.  This  was  0.60  per  cent,  less  than  the  average  for 
thirty-two  years  aud- six  mouths. 

The  following  table  shows  the  number  and  percentage  at  different 
age  periods  of  the  90,140  mothers  whose  ages  have  been  recorded 
since  July  1,  1863  :

This  gives  a  total  of 
608  persons  married  here  during  the  year  who  were  natives  of  the 
city;  this  was  19.25  per  cent,  of  the  3,158  persons  married  during 
the  year. 

In  231  marriages,  or  14.63  per  cent,  of  all,  both  parties  were  non- 
residents of  the  city ;  this  was  19  more  marriages  and  1.49  per  cent, 
more  than  in  1895.  Of  these  231  marriages  there  were  132  where 
both  parties  were  from  outside  the  State ;  in  93  both  parties  came 
from  Massachusetts ;  and  in  22  others  one  of  the  parties  was  from 
that   State. 


Marriage  Licenses.  There  were  1,661  marriage  licenses  issued 
in  1896  from  the  office  of  the  City  Registrar ;  this  was  82  less  than 
the  number  of  marriages  during  the  year.  These  two  numbers  never 
correspond  exactly  ;  see  Report  for  1886,  page  26.

There  were  SB  persons  (16  males  and  17  females)  born  in  the 
United  States,  who  signed  the  marriage  certificate  with  a  mark. 
This  was  7  less  than  in  1895  ;  of  these  S3  persons,  7,  or  21.21  per 
cent.  (4  males  and  3  females),  were  of  white  American  parentage; 
in  1895  the  proportion  was  30.00  per  cent. ;  of  the  other  26  per- 
sons, 10  were  colored  (6  males  and  4  females),  and  16  of  foreign 
parentage  (6  males  and  10  females). 

There  were  184  persons  born  in  foreign  countries  (78  males  and 
106  females)  who  signed  with  a  mark;  this  was  8  more  than  in 
1895.  The  whole  number  of  persons  signing  with  a  mark  in  1896 
was  1  more  than  in  the  preceding  year,  and  the  proportion  to  the 
whole  number  of  persons  married  0.18  per  cent.  more.

Table  XVIII.  shows  the  relative  mortality  at  different  ages  and 
seasons.  Of  the  295  American  decedents  in  the  third  quarter,  107, 
or  36.27  per  cent.,  were  less  than  a  year  old.  The  whole  number 
of  American  decedents  under  one  year  was  277  ;  the  107  who  died 
in  the  third  quarter  were  38.63  per  cent,  of  this  number. 

Of  decedents  of  foreign  parentage,  the  number  in  the  third  quarter 
was  524 ;  of  these  140,  or  26.72  per  cent.,  were  less  than  one  year 
old ;  the  whole  number  of  foreign  decedents  of  this  age  was  381 ; 
the  140  dying  in  the  third  quarter  of  the  year  were  36.75  per  cent, 
of  the  whole  number. 

Causes  of  Death.  Table  XIX.  gives  the  number  of  deaths  in 
Providence  in  1896  from  each  cause  stated,  and  in  each  division  of 
ages ;  also  the  number  of  decedents  from  each  cause,  according  to 
sex  and  parentage  ;  the  percentage  of  deaths  from  each  cause,  of  the 
whole  number  from  known  causes,  and  also  the  number  of  death* 
from  each  cause  to  100,000  of  the  population. 

Season  and  Disease.  Table  XX.  shows  the  number  of  deaths- 
from  some  of  the  most  prominent  causes,  in  each  month  and  quarter 
of  the  year  1896,  showing  the  comparative  mortality  from  different 
diseases  at  different  seasons. 

Totals  for  a  period  of  years.     Table  XXI.  gives  the  number  of 
deaths  from  the  principal  causes  for  a  period  of  years,  distributed 
according  to  sex  and  parentage,  and  also  the  ratio  of  deaths  from 
each  cause  to  the  total  deaths  for  the  same  period. 
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NOTES  ON  THE  CAUSES  OF  DEATH 

During  the  Year  1896. 

These  notes  are  in  explanation  of  the  facts  given  in  tables  XIX., 

XX.,  and  XXI. 

• 
The  percentage  of  deaths    from   the  different  causes  has  always 

been  reckoned  on  the  number  of  deaths  from  known  causes,  except 

in  table  XXI. 

The  number  of  deaths  in  Providence  in  1896  was  2,955  ;  of  these 
there  were  28,  or  0.95  per  cent.,  where  no  cause  of  death  could 
be  determined  or  recorded  ;  the  number  from  known  causes,  there- 
fore, and  on  which  all  the  percentages  are  recorded,  was  2,927. 

In  the  forty-one  years,  1856  to  1896,  inclusive,  there  were  76,324 

deaths  in  Providence;  777,  or  1.02  per  cent.,  for  which  no  cause 

was  given,  the  number  from  known  causes  being  75,547.     In  the 

57  years,  1840  to  1896,  inclusive,  there  were  89,469  deaths ;  of 

1,779,  or  1.99  per  cent.,  the  cause  was  not  stated;  the  number  of 

deaths  from  known  causes  in  this  period  being  87,690. 

Abscess.  The  number  of  deaths  from  abscess  in  1896  was  13,  4 
wore  than  in  1895.  The  location  of  the  abscesses,  so  far  as  speci- 
fied, was  as  follows:  Ovarian,  2;  and  one  each  mastoid,  psoas, 
utoo-peritoneal,  peri-urethral,  multiple. 

Accidents.  There  were  107  deaths  from  accidents  in  1896,  or 
25  less  than  in  1895.  There  were  6  deaths  from  asphyxia,  7  from 
tarns  and  scalds,  12  from  drowning,  4  from  electric  shock,  18  from 
Wis,  11  from  poisoning,  19  railroad  accidents,  and  30  from  various 
other  accidents.

The  "  various  accidents,"  and  indeed  the  exact  nature  of  the 
accidents  generally,  were  not  so  carefully  specified  in  past  years  as 
at  the  present  time,  so  that  it  is  not  possible  to  present  strictly  accu- 
rate statistics  in  regard  to  them.  In  the  report  for  1894  certain  notes 
may  be  found  concerning  these  "  various  "  accidents  for  preceding 
years. 

During  1 896  the  causes  of  death  by  accidents,  so  far  as  specified, 
were  as  follows : 


Asphyxia.     Of  the  deaths  by  asphyxia,  three  were  by  bed  clothes, 
and  one  by  smoke,  and  one  by  blood  sucked  into  the  bronchi. 

Burns  and  Scalds.     Of  the  deaths  from  this  cause  two  were  from 
matches,  one  clothes  caught  fire,  and  one  was  by  a  burning  house. 
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Falls.  Two  were  from  fall  on  stairs,  two  from  window,  two  from 
building,  and  one  each  from  scaffolding,  electric  car,  bridge,  down 
bank,  over  stair  rail,  over  obstruction,  and  while  at  play. 

Poisoning.  There  were  six  deaths  from  poisoning  by  illuminating 
gas,  and  one  each  from  sewer  gas,  overdose  of  morphia,  of  chloral, 
and  by  chewing  matches. 

Various  Accidents.  There  were  thirty  accidents  of  various  kinds 
which  caused  deaths  as  follows:  Fracture  of  femur  five,  run 
over  one,  by  electric  car  three,  by  stone  wagon  one,  injury  to 
head  one,  hit  by  electric  car  one,  elevator  accident  two,  machinery 
accident  five,  concussion  of  brain  one,  gun-shot  accident  two,  air  in 
heart  from  lesion  of  placenta  one,  rupture  of  bladder  one,  laughing 
gas  one,  base-ball  accident  one,  bicycle  accident  one,  hit  by  board 
in  planing-mil)  one,  bullet  wound  one,  caving  in  of  sewer  one. 

Apoplexy.  This  was  given  as  the  cause  of  109  deaths  in  1896  ; 
twenty-two  less  than  in  1895.  The  following  table  gives  the  deaths 
from  this  disease  for  periods  of  five  years  from  1856  to  1895 ;  for 
1896,  and  for  the  whole  period  of  41  years.  It  will  be  seen  from 
this  table  that  there  has  been  a  continual  increase  in  this  disease 
during  the  past  41  years.  There  has  been  practically  no  difference 
in  the  incidence  of  apoplexy  upon  males  and  females,  but  there  is* 
a  very  great  difference  as  regards  persons  of  American  and  foreign 
parentage :

There  were  14  cases  of  disease  of  the  hones, 
of  which  four  were  necrosis. 

Brain,  Diseases  of.  The  number  of  deaths  reported  from  dis- 
eases of  the  brain  was  56,  or  28  less  than  in  1895.  Of  these  39 
were  called  inflammation,  6  congestion,  3  softening,  2  sclerosis,  3 
tumor,  2  abscess,  and  one  atheroma. 

Bronchitis  was  returned  as  the  cause  of  116  deaths  in  1896  ;  this 
was  seven  less  than  in  the  preceding  year.

Until  the  year  1883,  statistics  of  cholera  infantum  were  given  by 
single  years,  so  that  by  reference  to  the  report  of  that  and  succeeding 
years,  the  statistics  of  this  disease  may  be  found  for  each  separate 
year. 

Convulsions.  There  were  46  deaths  caused  by  convulsions  in 
1896,  which  was  2  less  than  in  the  preceding  year.

tinal ulcer,  congestion  of  the  lungs,  hydrocephalus  and  disease  of  the 
to*in,  1  each. 
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Debility.  This  was  the  cause  assigned  for  77  deaths  in  1896,  of 
which  53  were  debility  from  premature  birth.  Of  the  24=  others, 
15  were  less  than  a  year  old.

Embolism.     There  were  10  deaths  from  embolism  in  1896.     0£ 
these,  7  were  cerebral  and  1  each  of  the  iliac  and  femoral  arteries. 
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Enteritis.  There  were  116  deaths  from  enteritis  in  1896,  in- 
cluding 29  from  colo-enteritis  and  57  from  gastroenteritis.

Fever )  Malarial.  In  1869,  two  deaths,  and  in  1880,  one  death, 
were  reported  as  due  to  malarial  fever.  These  were  counted  in 
with  typhoid  fever,  but  since  1880  the  record  of  malarial  fevers  has 
been  kept  separate  from  typhoid.  Malarial  disease  originated  in 
Providence  in  1880  for  the  first  time  in  fifty  years. 

The  following  table  shows  the  deaths  from  all  forms  of  malarial 
fevers  since  1881.

Fever,  Typhoid.     The  number  of  deaths  from  this  cause  in  1896 
was  40,  which  was  six  less  than  in  1895., 

In  the  twenty-five  years  previous  to   1881,  deaths  were  occasion- 
ally reported  from  "  fever,"  and  "  bilious  fever,"  and  about  thirty 
in  all  as  "  typhus  fever.*9     There  was  also,  in    1869,  one  death 
reported  as  "  intermittent  fever,"  and  one  "  malarial  fever,"  and 
one  from  malarial  fever  in   1880.

Insanity.  The  number  of  deaths  from  this  cause  in  1896  was 
18,  including  8  from  general  paralysis.  The  other  deaths  were  as 
follows  ;  3  senile  dementia,  2  paretic  dementia,  1  each  degeneration 
of  bmii),  congenital  idiocy,  melancholia,  acute  mania,  and  delirium 
from  change  of  life.

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Liver,  Diseases  of.  There  were  in  1896,  37  deaths  from  diseases 
of  the  liver,  10  more  than  in  1895.  Of  these  37  cases,  18  were  due 
to  cirrhosis,  4  to  hepatitis,  2  to  abscess,  1  each  to  suppurative  hep- 
atitis, enlargement,  amyloid  degeneration,  dropsy,  and  atrophy. 

Malformation.  The  number  of  deaths  from  this  cause  in  1896 
was  22,  or  2  more  than  in  1895.  Of  these,  6  were  spina-bifida,  3 
each  cyanosis  and  open  foramen  ovale,. 2  each  imperforate  rectum 
and  of  the  heart,  and  1  each  of  the  throat  and  of  the  brain. 

Measles.  There  were  19  deaths  from  measles  in  1896,  or  16 
less  than  in  the  preceding  year.

City  Registrar's  Office, 
Feb.  3,  1898. 

To  the  Honorable  the  City  Council  : 

In  accordance  with  a  joint  resolution  approved  Feb.  1,  1898,  the 
annual  report  of  the  City  Registrar  is  to  be  presented  in  print.  The 
purpose  of  this  is  to  secure  an  earlier  issue  than  could  otherwise  be 
secured.  Hitherto  the  report  on  births,  marriages,  and  deaths  has 
not  been  received  from  the  printer  until  late  in  the  summer.  The 
delay  is  due  chiefly  to  the  fact  that  the  returns  of  births  cannot  be 
completed  till  towards  the  latter  part  of  February  and  sometimes 
even  later.  If  under  such  conditions  the  report  is  not  sent  to  the 
printer  until  tlje  births  have  all  been  recorded  and  tabulated,  the 
work  is  very  much  delayed  and  needlessly  so.  Until  the  present 
year  the  order  followed  in  printing  has  been  births,  marriages,  and 
deaths,  but  by  adopting  the  order  deaths,  marriages,  and  births,  and 
presenting  the  report  in  print,  it  can  be  issued  two  or  three  months 
earlier  than  has  iu  the  past  been  possible. 

DEATHS. 

The  number  of  deaths  reported  in  Providence  for  the  year  1897 
was  2,805,  which  was  150  less  than  in  1896. 

The  population  of  Providence  for  1897  was  estimated  at  154,000, 
and  the  following  table  shows  the  mortality  in  the  different  classes  of 
this  population  ;  each  class  being  considered  to  bear  the  same  pro- 
portion to  the  whole  population  as  in  the  census  of  1895  :

In  the  forty-two  years,  1856  to  1897,  inclusive,  there  were  79,129 
iths  in  Providence;  793,  or  1.02  per  cent.,  for  which  no  cause 
s  given,  the  number  from  known  causes  being  78,336.  In  the

The  "  various  accidents,"  and  indeed  the  exact  nature  of  the 
accidents  generally,  were  not  so  carefully  specified  in  past  years  as 
at  the  present  time,  so  that  it  is  not  possible  to  present  strictly  accu- 
rate statistics  in  regard  to  them.  In  the  report  of  1894  certain 
notes  may  be  found  concerning  these  "  various  "  accidents  for  pre- 
ceding years : 

During  1897  the  causes  of  deaths  by  accidents,  so  far  as  specified, 
were  as  follows : 

Asphyxia.  Of  the  deaths  by  asphyxia,  5  were  by  bedclothes,  2 
from  gas  in  a  cesspool,  and  one  each  :  "neonatorum,"  at  birth, 
from  hematoma,  smoke,  food  in  larynx,  foreign  body  in  cesopha- 
gus,  and  caving  in  of  sand-bank.

Burns  and  Scalds.  Of  the  deaths  from  this  cause,  3  were  from 
the  explosion  of  lamps,  2  from  explosion  due  to  gasoline,  and  one 
each :  oil  stove  explosion,  from  burning  house,  steam  from  vat, 
boiling  water,  matches,  burning  barn,  and  upsetting  lamp. 

Poisoning.  There  were  2  deaths  from  poisoning  by  coal  gas,  and 
one  each  from  sulphuric  acid,  aconite,  and  cyanide  of  potassium. 

Various  Accidents.  There  were  29  accidents  of  various  kinds 
which  caused  death  as  follows :  3  from  fall  of  coal  staging,  2  run 
over  by  electric  car,  and  2  struck  by  electric  car,  2  fracture  of  leg, 
2  fracture  of  thigh,  3  fracture  of  skull,  1  fracture  of  spine,  1  injury 
to  spine,  1  concussion  of  brain,  2  internal  injuries,  2  run  over,  2 
from  bursting  fly  wheel,  1  from  a  fiy iug  stick,  1  from  dynamite  ex- 
plosion, 1  gunshot  wound,  1  thrown  from  sleigh,  1  stab-wound, 
1  thumb  cut  off  (hemorrhage). 

Aneurism.     There  was  one  death  from  aneurism  of  the  aorta. 

Apoplexy.     This  was  given  as  the  cause  of  149  deaths  in   1897, 
40  more  than  in  1896. 

The  following  table  gives  the  deaths  from  this  disease  for  periods 
of  five  years  from  1856  to  1895;  for  1896,  and  1897,  and  for  the 
whole  period  of  42  years.  It  will  be  seen  from  this  table  that  there 
has  been  a  continual  increase  in  this  disease  during  the  past  42 
years.  There  has  been  practically  no  difference  in  the  incidence  of 
apoplexy  upon  males  and  females,  but  there  is  a  very  great  differ- 
ence as  regards  persons  of  American  and  foreign  parentage  :

Cancer.  The  number  of  deaths  from  this  cause  in  1897  was  101, 
or  12  more  thau  in  1896.  Of  these  22  were  cancer  of  the  uterus,

Embolism.  There  were  4  deaths  from  embolism  in  1897.  Oi 
these,  1  was  cerebral,  1  of  the  pulmonary  artery,  1  due  to  endar- 
teritis, and  1  to  phlebitis. 
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Fever,  Malarial.  In  1869,  two  deaths,  and  in  1880,  one  death, 
were  reported  as  due  to  malarial  fever.  These  were  counted  in 
with  typhoid  fever,  but  since  1880  the  record  of  malarial  fevers  has 
been  kept  separate  from  typhoid.  Malarial  disease  originated  in 
Providence  in  1880  for  the  first  time  in  fifty  years.

Fever,  Typhoid.     The  number  of  deaths  from  this  cause  in  1897 
was  24,  which  was  16  less  than  in  1896. 


In  the  twenty-five  years  previous  to  1881,  deaths  were  occasion- 
ally reported  from   u  fever  "  and   *4  bilious  fever,"  and  about  thirty 
in    all   as   "  typhus  fever."

Hemorrhage-.  The  number  of  deaths  due  to  this  cause  in  1897 
was  17.  Of  these  7  were  specified  as  pulmonary;  2,  internal;  3, 
umbilical;  2,  gastro  intestinal ;  1,  hepatic;  1,  nasal;  1,  uterine 
(polypi)  ;  1,  hremopbila. 

Hernia.  There  were  6  deaths  from  strangulated  hernia  in  1897  ; 
of  these  2  were  umbilical,  and  2  inguinal. 
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Homicide.  There  were  in  1897  seven  deaths  from  homicide.  Of 
these  1  was  by  bullet  wound  of  the  intestines,  1  by  bullet  wound  of 
the  abdomen,  1  by  bullet  wound  of  the  stomach,  1  by  gunshot  wound 
of  the  neck,  1  by  strangulation,  and  one  by  violence  to  the  head.

Injury  at  Birth.  There  were  4  deaths  from  this  cause  in  1897. 
Of  these,  1  to  injury  to  skull,  1  to  compression,  1  to  prolapse  of 
cord,  1  to  compression  of  the  cord. 
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Insanity.  The  number  of  deaths  from  this  cause  in  1897  was 
17,  including  8  from  general  paralysis.  The  other  deaths  were  as 
follows:  senile  dementia  4,  terminal  insanity  1,  paralytic  dementia 
1,  paretic  dementia  2,  melancholia  1. 

Of  the  17  deaths  from  insanity,  6  were  at  the  Butler  Hospital. 
There  were  11  deaths  at  the  Butler  Hospital  from  other  causes. 

Kidneys,  Diseases  of.  The  number  of  deaths  from  diseases  of  the 
kidneys  in  1897  was  156,  or  1  more  than  in  the  preceding  year. 
Of  these,  68  were  due  to  Bright's  disease,  74  to  nephritis,  6  to 
uraemia,  2  to  pyelo-nephritis,  1  to  pyelitis,  and  1  to  congestion. 

Liver,  Diseases  of.  There  were,  in  1897,  29  deaths  from  diseases 
of  the  liver,  8  less  than  in  1896.  Of  these,  20  were  due  to  cirrho- 
sis of  the  liver,  2  to  acute  inflammation,  1  to  hypertrophy,  1  to  rup- 
ture, 1  to  hydatids,  1  fatty  liver,  1  amyloid  liver. 

Malformations.  The  number  of  deaths  from  this  cause  in  1897 
was  30,  or  8  more  than  in  1896.  Of  these,  14  were  cyanosis,  4 
were  of  the  heart,  4  open  foramen  ovale,  3  spina-bifida,  1  imperforate 
anus,  1  of  Eustachian  valve,  1  double  hare-lip  and  cleft  palate. 

Measles.  There  were  18  deaths  from  measles  in  1897,  or  1  less 
than  in  the  preceding  year. 

This  disease  has  always  been  very  irregular  in  its  appearance  in 
this  city,  as  may  be  seen  from  the  following  table,  which  shows  the 
number  of  deaths  caused  by  it  in  each  year  since  1856 :

The  explanations  given  were  that  2  were  due  to  perforation  of  the 
intestines,  2  to  intestinal  obstruction,  1  to  acute  nephritis,  1  to  pel- 
vic abscess,  1  to  disease  of  the  gall-bladder,   1  to  malignant  disease 
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iii  pelvis  (probably),  ]  to  operation,  1  was  traumatic,  2  others  were 
described  as  general,  2  as  subacute,  and  1  as  pelvic. 

PhtkitUt  or  Consumption.  There  were  321  deaths  from  phthisis 
in  1897,  or  11.50  per  cent,  of  all  deaths  from  known  causes;  or 
208.14  per  each  100,000  living. 

During  the  15  years,  1840  to  1854,  the  average  annual  rate  of 
mortality  from  phthisis  was  oue  death  in  each  209.9  inhabitants,  or 
476  to  each  100,000.  During  the  forty-two  years,  1856  to  1897, 
the  deaths  from  phthisis  were  as  follows  :

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Teething  was  given  as  the  cause  of  8  deaths  in  1897,  or  4  less 
than  in  1896.  "  Teething  "  includes  only  those  cases  in  which  no 
other  or  contributing  cause  is  given. 

Thrombosis.  There  were  2  deaths  from  this  cause  in  1897.  Of 
these  one  was  in  the  popliteal  artery,  and  the  other  in  the  brain. 

Tttanus.  There  were  8  deaths  from  this  cause  in  1897.  Of 
these  2  were  neonatorum,  1  trismus,  1  from  stepping  on  rusty  nail, 
1  from  machinery  accident  to  hand,  1  from  fall,  and  1  from  being 
run  over. 

Tuberculosis  was  the  cause  of  33  deaths  in  1897,  or  10  less  than 
in  1896.  The  name  "  tuberculosis"  was  first  used  in  these  reports 
in  1867,  and  the  number  of  deaths  from  this  cause  in  31  years,  from 
1867  to  1897,  is  672. 

If  under  tuberculosis  should  also  be  included  tubercular  menin- 
gitis, phthisis,  and  hydrocepalus,  it  is  probable  that  some  few  cases 
of  non-tuberculous  disease  might  be  included,  but  as  a  certain  num- 
ber of  cases  of  true  tuberculosis  are  undoubtedly  reported  as  adenitis, 
disease  of  bone,  peritonitis,  etc. ,  it  is  probable  that  this  total  would 
be  below  rather  than  above  the  actual  number  of  deaths  from  tuber- 
cular disease.  The  total  of  these  tubercular  diseases  for  1897  was 
386,  or  13.84  per  cent,  of  deaths  from  known  causes. 

Tumors.  The  number  of  deaths  from  tumors  in  1897  was  21,  or 
9  less  than  in  1896.  These  were  specified  as  follows  :  ovarian,  4  ; 
uterine  fibroid,  3  ;  multiple  sarcoma,  2  ;  lymphosarcoma,  1 ;  pelvic 
hematocele,  1 ;  intra-ligamentum,  1  ;  of  the  lung,  1 ;  abdominal,  1 ; 
inguinal,  1 ;  of  the  liver,  1 ;  of  the  cheek  and  jaw,  1  ;  of  the  uterus, 
1 ;  of  the  pancreas  1 ,  papilloma  of  bladder.

Nativity  and  Residence.  There  were,  in  1897,  117  marriages,  or 
8.02  per  cent,  of  all,  in  which  both  parties  were  natives  of  Provi- 
dence. There  were  besides,  112  marriages  where  the  groom  only 
was  born  here ;  and  in  206  the  bride  only.  This  gives  a  total  of 
652  persons  married  here  during  the  year  who  were  natives  of  the 
city;  this  was  22.86  per  cent,  of  the  2,916  persons  married  during 
the  year. 

In  206  marriages,  or  14.13  per  cent,  of  all,  both  parties  were  non- 
residents of  the  city ;  this  was  25  less  marriages  and  0.50  per  cent, 
less  than  in  1896.

There  were  24  persons  (10  males  and  14  females)  born  in  the 
United  States  who  signed  the  marriage  certificate  with  a  mark. 
This  was  12  less  than  in  1896  ;  of  these  24  persons,  only  one,  a 
woman,  was  of  white  American  parentage.

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BIRTHS. 

Physicians  aud  midwives  report  the  births  which  they  attend,  and 
clergymen  their  baptisms,  and  from  these  sources  many  names  are 
added  to  the  enumerator's  returns.  In  1897  the  enumerators 
brought  in  3,614  returns  to  which  were  added  505,  which  were 
received  complete  from  other  sources,  so  that  the  total  number  or 
complete  returns  for  the  year  1897  was  4,119.  As  the  population 
of  the  city  for  1897  was  estimated  at  154,000,  the  birth  rate  was 
26.75.     There  were,  in  1897,  6  less  births  than  in  1896. 

Previous  to  1896  still  births  were  always  reckoned  among  the 
births  in  the  registration  reports  of  this  city.  This,  however,  is  not 
the  method  followed  by  statisticians  generally,  and  it  is  deemed 
advisable  to  make  the  statistics  of  this  city  comparable  with  those 
of  other  cities  by  reckoning  as  births  ouly  the  living  births.

Color.  The  number  of  colored  children  born  in  1897  was  reported 
as  124  ;  this  was  four  less  than  the  preceding  year.  The  number 
of  colored  persons  in  the  city  estimated  according  to  the  ratio  shown 
by  the  state  census  of  1895  was  4,379,  and  the  ratio  of  births  in 
this  class  would  therefore  be  28.32  per  thousand  or  1  to  each  35.31 
colored  inhabitants.

The  1,213  children  whose  pareuts  were  both  born  in  the  United 
Stales  were  29.45  per  cent,  of  all  the  children  born  during  the  year. 
There  were,  in  addition  to  these,  373  children  whose  fathers  were 
born  in  the  United  States  and  the  mothers  in  some  foreign  country  ; 
there  were,  therefore,  1^586  children  of  American  fathers,  or  38. M 
per  cent,  of  all.  There  were  also  358  children  whose  fathers  were 
.  foreign  and  the  mothers  American  ;  and  48  where  the  mother  was 
American,  the  father's  birthplace  being  unknown  ;  a  total  of  1,619 
children  of  American  mothers,  or  39.30  per  cent,  of  all. 
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The  children  of  the  two  classes  of  mixed  parentage  numbered  731, 
or  17.75  per  cent,  of  all  the  children  born  during  the  year.  The 
children  of  purely  foreign  parentage  in  1897  numbered  2,095,  or 
50.86  per  cent,  of  all.

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The  reference  marks  in  these  tables  indicate  the  number  of  the 
first  child  in  cases  of  plurality  births ;  thus  of  American  mothers  at 
the  age  of  29,  two  mothers  bore  twins  which  were  their  second  and 
third  children  ;  two  mothers  bore  twins  which  were  respectively 
their  second  and  third,  and  third  and  fourth  children.  Of  foreign 
mothers,  one  mother  at  the  age  of  24  bore  twins  which  were  her 
second  and  third  childreu.  At  the  age  of  84  one  mother  bore  twins 
which  were  her  fourth  and  fifth  children,  and  oue  mother  bore  trip- 
lets, which  were  her  fourth,  fifth  and  sixth  children. 

The  number  of  mothers  in  1897  who  were  under  20  years  of  age 
was  152;  88  American  and  64  foreign,  3.75  per  cent,  of  the 
4,051  mothers  of  known  age.  This  was  0.23  percent,  more  than  the 
average  for  thirty-four  years  and  six  months,  the  time  during  which 
a  record  of  the  ages  of  the  mothers  has  been  kept. 

The  number  of  mothers  in  1897  who  were  40  years  old  and  over 
was  164  ;  50  American  and  1 14  foreign,  or  4.05  per  cent,  of  mothers 
of  known  age.  This  was  0.74  percent,  less  than  the  average  for 
thirty-four  years  and  six  months.

The  number  of  deaths  reported  in  Providence  for  the  year  1898 
was  2,928,  which  was  123  more  than  in  1897. 

The  population  of  Providence  for  1898  was  estimated  at  162,000, 
8,000  having  been  added  by  the  annexation  of  a  part  of  the  town  of 
Johnston  June  1,  1898,  and  the  following  table  shows  the  mortality 
in  the  different  classes  of  this  population  ;  each  class  being  consid- 
ered to  bear  the  same  proportion  to  the  whole  population  as  in  the 
census  of  1895 :

Of  the  2,199  decedents  of  American  parentage  in  the  two  years, 
1,125  or  51.16  per  cent,  were  single,  and  1,074  or  48.84  per 
cent.,  were  married  or  had  been. 

Of  the  3,534  decedents  of  foreign  parents,  1,859  or  52.60  per 
cent,  were  single ;  1,675  or  47.40  per  cent,  were  married  or  had 
been  ;  of  15  the  civil  condition  was  not  stated,  5  of  American,  10  of 
foreign  parentage. 

Color.  The  white  decedents  of  1898  were  2,810  in  number,  977 
of  American,  1,833  of  foreign  parentage.  There  were  117  colored 
decedents,  which  was  3  less  than  in  1897;  11  of  these  were  of  for- 
eign parentage.     There  was  one  Chinese  decedent.

Table  VII.  shows  the  relative  mortality  at  different  ages  and  sea- 
sons. Of  the  296  American  decedents  in  the  third  quarter,  124,  or 
41.89  per  ceut.,  were  less  than  a  year  old.  The  whole  number  of 
American  decedents  under  one  year  was  265  ;  the  124  who  died  in 
the  third  quarter  were  46.79  per  cent  of  this  number. 

Of  decedents  of  foreign  parentage,  the  number  in  the  third  quarter 
was  558 ;  of  these  148,  or  26.52  per  cent.,  were  less  than  one  year 
old ;  the  whole  uumber  of  foreign  decedents  of  this  age  was  886  ; 
the  148  dying  in  the  third  quarter  of  the  year  were  38.84  per  cent,  of 
the  whole  number. 

Causes  of  Death.  Table  VIII.  gives  the  number  of  deaths  in 
Providence  in  1898  from  each  cause  stated,  and  in  each  division  of 
ages ;  also  the  number  of  decedents  from  each  cause,  according  to 
sex  and  parentage  ;  the  percentage  of  deaths  from  each  cause  of  the 
whole  number  from  known  causes,  and  also  the  ratio  of  deaths  from 
each  cause  to  100,000  of  the  population. 

Season  and  Disease.  Table  IX.  shows  the  number  of  deaths 
from  some  of  the  most  prominent  causes,  in  each  month  and  quarter 
of  the  year  1898,  showing  the  comparative  mortality  from  different 
diseases  at  different  seasons.

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NOTES  ON  THE  CAUSES  OF  DEATH 

During  the  Year  1898. 

These  notes  are  in  explanation  of  the  facts  given  in  tables  VIII., 
IX.,  and  X. 

The  percentage  of  deaths  from  the  different  causes  has  always 
been  reckoned  on  the  number  of  deaths  from  known  causes,  except 
in  table  X. 

The  number  of  deaths  in  Providence  in  1898  was  2,928  ;   of  these 
£       there  were  20,  or  0.68  per  cent.,  where  no  cause  of  death  could  be 
determined  or  recorded ;  the  number  from  known  causes,  therefore, 
and  on  wjiich  all  the  percentages  are  reckoned  was  2,908. 

In  the  forty-three  years,  1856  to  1898,  inclusive,  there  were 
82,057  deaths  in  Providence;  813,  or  0.99  per  cent.,  for  which  no 
cause  was  given,  the  number  from  known  causes  being  81,244.  In 
the  59  years,  1840  to  1898,  inclusive,  there  were  95,202  deaths; 
of  1,815,  or  1.91  per  cent.,  the  cause  was  not  stated;  the  number 
of  deaths  from  known  causes  iu  this  period  being  93,387. 

Abscesses.  The  number  of  deaths  from  abscess  in  1898  was  4, 
2  less  than  in  1896.  The  location  of  the  abscesses  was  as  follows: 
One  each  abdomiual,  ovarian,  rectal,  and  submaxillary. 

Accidents.  There  were  109  deaths  from  accidents  in  1898,  the 
same  as  in  1897.  There  were  8  deaths  from  asphyxia,  9  from 
burns  and  scalds,  16  from  drowning,  26  from  falls,  8  from  poison- 
ing, 16  railroad  accidents,  and  26  from  various  other  accidents. 
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The  following  shows  the  number  of.  deaths  from  the  different, 
kinds  of  accidents  by  five  year  periods  for  the  forty  years  from 
1856  to  1695,  and  for  the  years  1896,  1897,  and  1898,  and  for  the 
whole  period  of  forty-three  years :

The  "various  accidents,"  and  indeed  the  exact  nature  of  the 
accidents  generally,  were  not  so  carefully  specified  in  past  years  as 
at  the  present  time,  so  that  it  is  not  possible  to  present  strictly  accu- 
**'*  statistics  m  regard  to  them.  In  Ihe  report  of  1894  certain 
notes  may  be  found  concerning  these  "  various"  accidents  for  pre- 
ceding yeSrB. 

Hiring  1898  the  causes  of  deaths  by  accidents,  so  far  as  specified, 
were  as  follows : 

A*pkyzia.     Of  tb$  deaths  by  asphyxia,  8  were  by  bed  clothes,  2 
by  overlaying,  and  1  from  meat  in  (be  larynx. 
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Burns  and  Scalds.  Of  deaths  from  this  cause  1  was  due  to  pull- 
ing lamp  from  table,  1  to  pulling  over  teapot,  1  to  explosion  of  lamp, 
1  from  matches,  and  1  from  burning  barn. 

Poisoning.  There  were  2  deaths  from  poisoning  by  coal  gas,  and 
1  each  from  an  overdose  of  medicine  containing  morphine,  by  tur- 
pentine, by  antikamnia,  by  chloride  of  zinc,  and  by  ammonia. 

Falls.  There  were  3  accidents  each  from  falling  down  stairs, 
from  a  building,  down  an  elevator  well,  on  the  street,  2  from  a 
window,  and  1  each  on  ice.  on  the  floor,  from  a  staging,  from  a 
ladder,  from  a  bicycle,  from  an  electric  car,  and  from  a  load  of  hay. 

Various  Accidents.  There  were  26  accidents  of  various  kinds 
which  caused  death  as  follows  :  3  from  catching  in  machinery,  2 
each  from  fracture  of  the  hip  and  bicycle  accident,  and  1  each  from 
falliug  across  circular  saw,  crushed  by  grindstone,  caught  in  eleva- 
tor, caught  in  shafting,  by  caving  in  of  sand,  by  fall  of  tree,  fracture 
of  the  skull,  fracture  of  thigh,  thrown  from  wagon,  kicked  by  horse, 
trampled  on  by  horse,  electric  car  accident,  electric  car  collision, 
gunning  accident,  crushed  between  car  and  post,  crushed  by  derrick 
boom,  foot-ball  accident,  hanging. 

Apoplexy.  This  was  given  as  the  cause  of  123  deaths  in  1898, 
20  les.s  than  in  1897. 

Tlie  following  table  gives  the  deaths  from  this  disease  for  periods 
of  five  years  from  1856  to  1895  ;  for  1896,  1897,  and  1898,  and  for 
the  whole  period  of  43  years.  It  will  be  seen  from  this  table  that 
there  has  been  a  continual  increase  in  this  disease  during  the  past 
43  years.  There  has  beeu  practically  no  difference  iu  the  incidence 
of  apoplexy  upon  males  and  females,  but  there  is  a  very  great  differ- 
ence as  regards  persons  of  Americau  and  foreign  parentage:

Bones,  Diseases  of.  There  were  8  cases  of  disease  of  the  bones, 
of  which  2  were  of  the  hip  joint,  1  each  otitis  media,  caries  of  pelvis 
and  spine,  necrosis  of  tibia,  tubercular  disease  of  the  spine,  osteo- 
malacia and  osteo-sarcoma. 

Brain,  Diseases  of.  The  number  of  deaths  reported  from  diseases 
of  the  brain  was  81,  or  18  more  than  in  1897.  Of  these,  59  were 
called  inflammation,  5  congestion,  6  softening,  4  tumor,  1  each 
ansemia,  abscess,  degeneration,  and  bulbar  paralysis  accompanied 
by  arterio-sclerosis.

malaria,  B right's  disease,  malformatiou,  enteritis,  marasmus,  gastro- 
enteritis, and  uraemia  2  each ;  ileo-colitis,  gastritis,  vomiting,  acci- 
dental scald,  general  paralysis,  measles,  meningeal  hemorrhage, 
cerebro-spinal-meuingitis.  premature  birth,  tedious  labor,  and  bron- 
chitis 1  each. 
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Debility.  This  was  the  cause  assigned  for  79  deaths  in  1898,  of 
which  69  were  debility  from  premature  birth.  Of  the  10  others,  5 
were  less  than  a  year  old.

Of 
these,  9  were  cerebral,  and  one  of  the  caronary  artery. 
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Fever j  Malarial.  In  1869,  two  deaths,  and  iu  1880,  one  death, 
were  reported  as  due  to  malarial  fever.  These  were  counted  in 
with  typhoid  fever,  but  since  1880  the  record  of  malarial  fevers  has 
been  kept  separate  from  typhoid.

Fever,  Typhoid*     The  number  of  deaths  from  this  cause  in  1898 
was  39,  which  was  15  more  than  in  1897.

Injury  at  Birth.  There  were  6  deaths  from  this  cause  in  1898. 
Of  these  2  were  due  to  prolapse  of  cord,  1  to  compression  of  the 
cord  and  1  to  cord  about  the  neck.  There  were  besides  these  8 
deaths  due  to  difficult  labor. 

Insanity.  The  number  of  deaths  from  this  cause  in  1898  was 
16,  including  6  from  general  paralysis.  The  other  deaths  were  as 
follows :  from  senile  dementia  6,  and  dementia,  paralytic  insanity 
And  chronic  delusional  insanity  1  each. 
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Of  the  16  deaths  from  insanity,  5  were  in  Butler  Hospital,  and 
1 1  in  other  parts  of  the  city.  There  were  10  deaths  in  Butler  Hos- 
pital from  other  causes  as  follows :  2  from  senile  marasmus,  and  1 
each  from  diabetes,  fatty  heart,  carcinoma,  gangrene,  bulbar  paral- 
ysis, progressive  muscular  atrophy,  suicide  from  melancholia,  and 
cerebral  tumor. 

Kidneys,  Diseases  of.  The  number  of  deaths  from  diseases  of  the 
kidneys  in  1898  was  216,  or  55  more  than  in  the  preceding  year. 
Of  these  107  were  reported  as  due  to  nephritis,  86  to  Bright's  dis- 
ease, 10  to  uraemia,  3  to  granular  kidney,  1  to  hydronephrosis,  and 
1  to  pyelo-nephritis. 

Liver,  Diseases  of.  There  were  in  1898,  37  deaths  from  diseases 
of  the  liver.  Of  these  20  were  due  to  cirrhosis,  3  each  to  acute 
yellow  atrophy,  abscess,  hepatitis,  2  enlarged  liver,  and  1  each  sar- 
coma and  hypertrophy. 

Malformations.  The  number  of  deaths  from  this  cause  in  1898 
was  30,  the  same  as  in  1897.  So  far  as  specified  the  conditions 
were  as  follows:  cyanosis  13,  malformation  of  the  heart  and  spina- 
bifida  4  each,  open  foramen  ovale  and  imperforate  anus  2  each,  im- 
perforate rectum,  open  ductus  arteriosus  and  protrusion  of  stomach 
and  intestines  through  umbilicus  1  each. 

Measles.  There  were  3  deaths  from  measles  in  1898,  or  15  less 
than  in  the  preceding  year. 

This  disease  has  always  been  very  irregular  iu  its  appearance  iti 
this  city,  as  may  be  seen  from  the  following  table,  which  shows  the 
number  of  deaths  caused  by  it  in  each  year  since  1856  :

There  were  in  1898  8  deaths  due  to 
this  cause,  specified  as  follows :  3  meningitis,  3  myelitis,  1  anterior 
poliomyelitis,  and  1  locomotor  ataxia. 
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Stomach,  Diseases  of.  The  number  of  deaths  from  diseases  of  the 
stomach  in  1898  was  30,  of  which  18  were  gastritis,  8  ulcer,  3 
catarrh,  and  1  paralysis. 

Suicide.     There  23  deaths  by  suicide  in  1898,  or  7  more  than  in 

1897.  Death  was  caused  as  follows :  By  hanging,  pistol  shot,  and 
illuminating  gas,  3  each  ;  by  poisoning  with  arsenic  and  by  drown- 
ing, 2,  and  1  each  by  cutting  throat,  gunshot,  jumping  from  window, 
smothering,  incised  wound,  strangulation,  and  by  poisoning  by  paris 
green,  carbolic  acid,  cyanide  of  potassium,  and  strychnine. 

8urgieal  Operation.     There   were  4  deaths   from   this  cause  in 

1898,  1  each  from  osteotomy  of  femur  and  repair  of  cervix,  and  2 
from  hysterectomy. 

Syphilis.  The  following  table  gives  the  deaths  from  syphilis  and 
the  number  of  these  in  which  the  disease  was  specified  as  congenital 
for  each  year  from  1856  to  1898  : 
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Teething  was  given  as  the  cause  of  2  deaths  in  1898,  or  6  less 
than  in  1897.  "Teething"  includes  only  those  cases  in  which  no 
other  or  contributing  cause  is  given. 

Thrombosis,  There  were  3  deaths  from  this  cause  in  1898.  One 
more  than  in  1897. 

Tetanus.  There  was  only  1  death  from  this  cause  in  1898,  due 
to  wound  of  foot.     There  were  8  deaths  from  this  cause  in  1897. 
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Tuberculosis  was  the  cause  of  41  deaths  in  1898,  or  5  less  than  io 
1897.  The  name  "  tuberculosis  "  was  first  used  in  these  reports  io 
1867,  and  the  number  of  deaths  from  this  cause  in  82  years,  from 
1867  to  1898,  is  713. 

If  under  tuberculosis  should  also  be  included  tubercular  menin- 
gitis, phthisis,  and  hydrocepalus,  it  is  probable  that  some  few  cases 
of  non-tuberculous  disease  might  be  included,  but  as  a  certain  num- 
ber of  cases  of  true  tuberculosis  are  undoubtedly  reported  as  adenitis, 
disease  of  bone,  peritonitis,  etc.,  it  is  probable  that  this  total  would 
be  below  rather  than  above  the  actual  number  of  deaths  from  tuber- 
cular disease.  The  total  of  these  tubercular  diseases  for  1898  was 
398,  or  13.68  per  cent,  of  deaths  from  known  causes. 

Tumors.  The  number  of  deaths  from  tumors  in  1898  was  22,  or 
1  more  than  in  1897.  These  were  specified  as  follows :  uterine 
fibroid  8,  ovarian  3,  and  1  each  sarcoma  of  throat,  myoma  of  the 
uterus,  lipoma,  hydatidform  mole,  of  the  kidney,  groin,  abdominal, 
of  the  breast,  peritoneal,  of  the  sigmoid  flexure,  and  of  the  liver  and 
kidney. 

Ulcer.  There  were  2  deaths  from  ulcer  in  1898,  of  which  one 
was  specified  as  ulcer  of  the  foot.

Nativity  and  Residence.  There  were,  in  1898,  115  marriages,  or 
7.S5  per  cent,  of  all,  in  which  both  parties  were  natives  of  Provi- 
dence. There  were  besides,  140  marriages  where  the  groom  only 
was  born  here ;  and  in  239  the  bride  only.  This  gives  a  total  of 
609  persons  married  here  during  the  year  who  were  natives  of  the 
city ;  this  was  19.47  per  cent,  of  the  3,128  persons  married  during 
the  year. 

In  220  marriages,  or  14.07  per  cent,  of  all,  both  parties  were  non- 
residents of  the  city ;  this  was  14  more  marriages  and  0.06  percent. 
less  than  in  1897.  Of  these  220  marriages,  there  were  143  where 
both  parties  were  from  outside  the  State;  in  108  both  parties  came 
from  Massachusetts ;  and  in  17  others  one  of  the  parties  was  from 
that  State. 

Marriage  Licenses.  There  were  1,703  marriage  licenses  issued 
in  1898  from  the  office  of  the  City  Registrar.  This  was  139  more 
than  the  number  of  marriages  during  the  year  ;  these  two  numbers 
never  correspond  exactly  :  see  Report  for  1886,  page  26. 

Marriage  and  Education.  The  3,128  persons  married  in  Provi- 
dence in  1898  were  divided  as  follows,  as  to  sex  and  nativity :

There  were  36  persons  (17  males  and  19  females)  born  in  the 
United  States  who  signed  the  marriage  certificate  with  a  mark. 
This  was  12  more  than  in  1897;  of  these  86  persons,  9  (2  males 
and  7  females)  were  of  white  American  parentage.  This  was  25.00 
per  cent. ;  in  1897  the  proportion  was  only  4.17  per  cent.  Of  the 
other  27  persons,  8  were  colored  (6  males  and  2  females),  and  19 
of  foreign  parentage  (9  males  and  10  females). 

There  were  185  persons  born  in  foreign  countries  (77  males  and 
108  females)  who  signed  with  a  mark  ;  this  was  2  more  than  in  1897. 
The  whole  number  of  persons  signing  with  a  mark  in  1898  was  14 
more  than  in  the  preceding  year,  but  the  proportion  to  the  whole 
number  of  persons  married  0.03  per  cent.  less.

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BIRTHS. 

Physicians  and  mid  wives  report  the  births  which  they  attend,  and 
clergymen  their  baptisms,  and  from  these  sources  many  names  are 
added  to  the  enumerator's  returns.  In  1898  the  enumerators 
brought  in  3,938  returns  to  which  were  added  312,  which  were 
received  complete  from  other  sources,  so  that  the  total  number  of 
complete  returns  for  the  year  1898  was  4,250.  As  the  population 
of  the  city  for  1898  was  estimated  at  162,000,  the  birth  rate  was 
26.23.     There  were,  in  1898,  131  more  births  than  in  1897. 

Previous  to  1896  still  births  were  always  reckoned  among  the 
births  in  the  registration  reports  of  this  city.  This,  however,  is  not 
the  method  followed  by  statisticians  generally,  and  it  is  deemed 
advisable  to  make  the  statistics  of  this  city  comparable  with  those 
of  other  cities  by  reckoning  as  births  only  the  living  births.

During  the  fifteen  years,  from  1840  to  1854,  inclusive,  of  all 
the  decedents  in  the  city,  43.56  in  each  100  were  under  5  years  of 
age ;  from  1856  to  1880  inclusive,  of  all  the  decedents  37.55  in 
each  100  were  under  5  years;  from  1881  to  1891,  of  all  dece- 
dents 31.75  in  each  100  were  under  5  years,  showing  a  progres- 
sive decrease  in  the  mortality  at  this  age.

Of  the  "276  American  decedents  in  the  third  quar- 
ter, 91,  or  32.97  per  cent.,  were  less  than  a  year  old.  The  whole 
number  of  American  decedents  under  one  vear  was  251 ;  the  91 
who  died  in  the  third  quarter  were  36.25  per  cent,  of  this  num- 
ber. 

Of  decedents  of  foreign  parentage,  the  number  in  the  third 
quarter  was  503  ;  of  these,  165,  or  32.80  per  cent.,  were  less  than 
one  year  old  ;  the  whole  number  of  foreign  decedents  of  this  age 
was  436 ;  the  165  dying  in  the  third  quarter  of  the  year  were 
37.84  per  cent,  of  the  whole  number. 

Causes  of  Death.  Table  VIII.  gives  the  number  of  deaths  in 
Providence  in  1899  from  each  cause  stated,  and  in  each  division 
of  ages  ;  also  the  number  of  decedents  from  each  cause,  accord- 
ing to  sex  and  parentage ;  the  percentage  of  deaths  from  each 
cause  of  the  whole  number  from  known  causes,  and  also  the  ratio 
of  deaths  from  each  cause  to  100,000  of  the  population. 

Season  and  Disease.  Table  IX.  shows  the  number  of  deaths 
from  some  of  the  most  prominent  causes,  in  each  month  an 
quarter  of  the  year  1899,  showing  the  comparative  mortality 
from  different  diseases  at  different  seasons. 

Totals  for  a  period  of  years.     Table  X.  gives  the  number 
deaths  from  the  principal  causes  for  a  period  of  years,  distribute* 
according  to  sex  and  parentage,  and  also  the  ratio  of  deaths  frorr^:

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NOTES  ON  THE  CAUSES  OF  DEATH

During  the  Year  1899. 

These  notes  are  in  explanation  of  the  facts  given  in  tables 
VIII.,  IX.,  and  X. 

The  percentage  of  deaths  from  the  different  causes  has  always 
been  reckoned  on  the  number  of  deaths  from  known  causes, 
except  in  table  X. 

The  number  of  deaths  in  Providence  in  1899  was  3,162;  of 
these  there  were  10,  or  0.31  per  cent.,  where  no  cause  of  death 
could  be  determined  or  recorded;  the  number  from  known 
causes,  therefore,  and  on  which  all  the  percentages  are  reckoned 
was  3,152. 

In  the  forty- four  years,  1856  to  1899,  inclusive,  there  were 
85,219  deaths  in  Providence;  823, or  0.96  per  cent., for  which  no 
cause  was  given,  the  number  from  known  causes  being  84,396. 
In  the  60  years,  1840  to  1899,  inclusive,  there  were  98,364 
deaths ;  of  1,825,  or  1.85  per  cent.,  the  cause  was  not  stated  ;  the 
number  of  deaths  from  known  causes  in  this  period  being  96,539. 

Abscesses.  The  number  of  deaths  from  abscess  in  1899  was  9, 
5  more  than  in  1898.  The  location  of  the  abscesses  was  as  fol- 
lows :  One  each  of  the  spleen,  humerus,  bowels,  anus,  psoas  and 
retro-pharyngeal  and  abdominal. 

Accidents.  There  were  116  deaths  from  accidents  in  1899,  or 
7  more  than  in  1898.  There  were  19  deaths  from  asphyxia,  11 
from  burns  and  scalds,  12  from  drowning,  28  from  falls,  11  from 
poisoning,  16  railroad  accidents,  and  28  from  various  other  acci- 
dents. 
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The  following  shows  the  number  of  deaths  from  the  different 
kinds  of  accidents  by  five  year  periods  for  the  forty  years  from 
1856  to  1895,  and  for  the  years  1896, 1897,  1898  and  1899,  and 
for  the  whole  period  of  forty- four  years : 
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The  "  various  accidents,"  anil  indeed  the  exact  nature  of  the 
accidents  generally,  were  not  bo  carefully  specified  in  past  years 
as  at  the  present  time,  so  that  it  is  not  possible  to  present  strictly 
accurate  statistics  in  regard  to  them.  In  the  report  of  1894  cer- 
tain notes  may  be  found  concerning  these  "  various  "  accidents  for 
preceding  years. 

During  1890  the  causes  of  deaths  by  accidents,  so  far  as  speci- 
fied, were  as  follows: 

A*)>fii/.rict.  Of  the  deaths  by  asphyxia,  2  were  from  overlay- 
ing, 1  smothering,  1  face  in  pillow,  1  neonatorum,  1  smoke  from 
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Decedents  from   Apoplexy,  44  Years,  1856-1899. 
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Appendicitis.  This  disease  appeared  as  a  cause  of  death  for 
the  first  time  in  Providence  in  1890.  Since  that  time  the  deaths 
have  been  as  follows : 
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The  age  distribution  for  the  ten  years  was  as  follows : 
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Bones,  IXseaaes  of.  There  were  14  deaths  due  to  diseases  of 
the  bones.  Of  these  3  were  otitis  media,  2  mastoiditis,  2  of  the 
hip- joint,  and  1  each  of  the  knee  joint,  ankle  joint,  Pott's  disease, 
disease  of  the  spine,  necrosis  of  the  femur,  necrosis  of  the  tibia 
and  fibula,  and  necrosis  of  the  ribs. 

Brain,  Diseases  of.  The  number  of  deaths  in  1899  due  to  dis- 
eases of  the  brain  was  05.  Of  these  5*2  were  inflammation,  3 
softening,  2  congestion,  and  1  each  cerebral  convulsions,  tumor, 
multiple  sclerosis,  bulbar  paralysis,  atrophy,  and  degeneration. 

Bronchitis  caused  101  deaths  in  1899,  exactly  the  same  as  in 
the  preceding  year.     For  particulars  see  the  following  table  : 
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Decedents  from  Bronchitis,  44  Years,  1856-1899. 
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Officer.  The  number  of  deaths  from  this  cause  in  1899  was 
132,  or  12  more  than  in  1898.  Of  these,  27  were  cancer  of  the 
stomach,  20  of  the  uterus,  15  of  the  liver,  11  of  the  breast,  6  abdo- 
minal, 6  rectal,  4  of  the  intestines,  4  of  the  face,  3  of  the  tongue 
and  throat,  3  of  the  larynx,  3  of  the  oesophagus,  3  of  the  ovary,  2 
of  the  omentum,  2  of  the  colon,  and  one  each  of  the  oesophagus 
and  trachea,  throat,  femur,  recurrent  cancer  of  the  mesentery, 
cd»cuni,  neck,  pelvis,  parotid  gland,  neck  and  tongue,  temporal, 
of  the  back,  peritoneum,  vaginal  wall,  scalp,  chest,  naso-pharynx, 
bladder,  lungs  and  pleura,  and  one  each  epithelioma,  general 
cancer,  and  recurrent  cancer. 
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The  following  table  shows  the  sex,  parentage,  whole  number, 
and  ratio  per  100,000  of  the  population,  and  percentage  of  total 
deaths  of  the  decedents  from  cancer,  by  periods  of  five  years, 
from  1856  to  1895,  inclusive,  and  for  1897,  1898  and  1899:

Childbirth,  There  were  29  deaths  from  this  cause  in  1899, 
the  same  as  in  the  preceding  year ;  of  these,  12  were  from  puer- 
peral fever,  5  from  puerperal  convulsions,  3  premature  delivery, 
and  one  each  albuminuria,  separation  of  placenta  previa  before 
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labor,  rupture  of  extra  uterine  pregnancy,  pyemia,  shock,  and 
post  part  urn  haemorrhage  after  premature  delivery. 

Cholera  Infantum.  There  were  1ttl  deaths  from  this  disease 
in  1899,  or  13  less  than  in  1S9S. 

The  following  table  shows  the  sex,  parentage,  ratio  per  100,000 
of  population,  and  percentage  of  the  decedents  from  cholera 
infantum  for  periods  of  five  years,  from  1850  to  1895,  inclusive, 
and  for  189<>,  1897,  1898,  and  1899:

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Until  the  year  1883  statistics  of  cholera  infantum  were  given 
by  single  years,  so  that  by  reference  to  the  report  of  that  and 
succeeding  years,  the  statistics  of  this  disease  may  be  found  for 
each  separate  year. 

Convulsions.  There  were  33  deaths  from  convulsions  in  1891), 
or  3  less  than  in  the  preceding  year. 

In  addition  to  the  above,  convulsions  were  given  as  the  sec- 
ondary and  immediate  cause  in  97  cases  in  connection  with  the 
following  diseases :  Indigestion  10,  disease  of  kidneys  12,  whoop- 
ing cough  8,  cholera  infantum  7,  teething  0,  tubercular  meningi- 
tis 5,  gastro-enteritis  5,  diarrhcca  5,  pneumonia  4,  meningitis  3, 
bronchitis  2,  burns  2,  entero-colitis  2,  scarlet-fever  2,  malaria  2, 
malnutrition  2,  measles  2,  and  1  each  premature  birth,  catarrhal 
laryngitis,  cerebro-spinal-meningitis,  influenza,  dysentery,  con- 
genital disease  of  heart,  furunculosis,  malformation,  difficult 
labor,  disease  of  bowels,  unknown  illness,  and  disease  of  the 
brain. 


Croup  caused  11  deaths  in  1899,  the  same  as  in  1898.  Vari- 
ous facte  concerning  deaths  from  croup  for  44  years  are  given  in 
the  following  table  : 
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Debility.  This  was  the  cause  assigned  for  70  deaths  in  1899, 
of  which  64  were  debility  from  premature  birth.  Of  the  12 
others,  9  were  less  than  a  year  old.

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Fever,  Malarial.  In  1809,  two  deaths,  and  in  1880,  one 
death,  were  reported  as  due  to  malarial  fever.  These  were 
counted  in  with  typhoid  fever,  but  since  1880  the  record  of  ma- 
larial fevers  has  been  kept  separate  from  typhoid.  Malarial  dis- 
ease originated  in  Providence  in  1880  for  the  first  time  in  fifty 
years.

Xativity  and  Itesidence.  There  were,  in  1899,  110  marriages, 
or  6.59  per  cent,  of  all,  in  which  both  parties  were  natives  of 
Providence.  There  were  besides,  104  marriages  where  the  groom 
only  was  born  here ;  and  in  224  the  bride  only.

Physicians  and  mid  wives  report  the  births  which  they  attend, 
and  clergymen  their  baptisms,  and  from  these  sources  many 
names  are  added  to  the  enumerator's  returns.  In  1899  the 
enumerators  brought  in  3,8(.i8  returns,  to  which  were  added  4"25, 
which  were  received  complete  from  other  sources,  so  that  the 
total  number  of  complete  returns  for  the  year  1899  was  4,298. 
As  the  population  of  the  city  for  1899  was  estimated  at  108,000, 
the  birth  rate  was  25.5.r>.  There  were,  in  1899,  43  more  births 
than  in  1898. 

Previous  to  1896  still  births  were  always  reckoned  among  the 
births  in  the  registration  reports  of  this  city.  This,  however,  is 
not  the  method  followed  by  statisticians  generally,  and  it  is 
deemed  advisable  to  make  the  statistics  of  this  city  comparable 
with  those  of  other  cities  by  reckoning  as  births  only  the  living 
births.

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During  the  fifteen  years,  from  1840  to  1854,  inclusive,  of  all 
the  decedents  in  the  city,  43.56  in  each  100  were  under  5  years 
of  age ;  from  1856  to  1880,  inclusive,  of  all  the  decedents  37.55 
in  each  100  were  under  5  years;  from  1881  to  1891,  of  all  de- 
cedents 31.75  in  each  100  were  under  5  years,  showing  a  pro- 
gressive decrease  in  the  mortality  at  this  age.

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During  1900  the  causes  of  deaths  by  accident  so  far  as  speci- 
fied were  as  follows: 

Asphyxia.  Of  the  deaths  from  this  cause  2  were  due  to  a 
fall  while  drunk  so  that  the  face  was  covered,  2  to  covering 
with  bed  clothes,  2  to  burial  in  sand,  1  (probably)  to  foreign 
body  in  larynx,  and  1  to  burial  of  face  in  pillow. 

Burns  and  Scalds.  In  one  of  these  cases  water  boiled  over.  1 
fell  into  water,  1  played  with  matches,  1  each  was  due  to  catch- 
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most  cases  containing  opium).  Five  children  died  from  the 
effects  of  drinking  liquor  in  some  form. 

There  were  28  deaths  due  to  accidental  discharge  of  pistols 
or  guns. 

There  were  40  deaths  by  burns,  due  to  the  use  of  kerosene. 

Ninety  persons  met  their  death  by  falling  down  stairs. 

Only  1  person  during  the  45  years  was  reported  to  have 
been  killed  by  lightning. 

Aneurism.  There  were  6  deaths  from  this  cause  in  1900. 
of  which  3  were  of  the  ascending  aorta. 

Apoplexy.  This  was  given  as  the  cause  of  159  deaths  in 
1900,  10  more  than  in  1899. 

The  following  table  gives  the  deaths  from  this  disease  for 
periods  of  five  years  from  1856  to  1895 ;  for  1896,  1897,  1898. 
1899  and  1900,  and  for  the  whole  period  of  45  years.  It  will 
be  seen  from  this  table  that  there  has  been  a  continual  increase 
in  this  disease  during  the  past  45  years.  There  has  been 
practically  no  difference  in  the  incidence  of  apoplexy  upon 
males  and  females,  but  there  is  a  very  great  difference  as  re- 
gards persons  of  American  and  foreign  parentage:

Bones,  Diseases  of.  There  were  9  deaths  due  to  diseases 
of  the  bones.  Of  these  7  were  otitis  media,  and  2  Potts  dis- 
ease. There  were  also  3  deaths  from  diseases  of  the  joints, 
2  of  the  hip,  and  1  of  the  knee. 

Brain,  Diseases  of.  The  number  of  deaths  in  1900  due 
to  diseases  of  the  brain  was  69.  Of  these  44  were  due  to 
meningitis,  6  to  cerebral  effusion,  4  cerebral  congestion,  3 
tumors,  3  cerebral  softening,  2  abscess,  2  cerebral  paralysis, 
and  1  each  pachymeningitis,  encephalitis  and  thrombosis.

Cancer.  The  number  of  deaths  from  this  cause  in  1900  was 
1 33  or  1  more  than  in  1899.  Of  these  28  were  cancer  of  the 
stomach,  26  of  the  intestines,  17  of  the  liver,  17  of  the  uterus 
and  ovaries,  16  of  the  breast,  8  of  the  mouth,  3  abdominal,  2 
nasal,  and  1  each  of  the  skin,  pleura,  ilium  and  ischium,  lung, 
leg,  spleen,  bladder,  larynx,  and  "general." 

The  following  table  shows  the  sex,  parentage,  whole  number, 
and  ratio  per  100,000  of  the  population,  and  percentage  of  total 


Full  particulars  for  each  year  may  be  found  in  the  report  for 
1888.  page  55- 

Childbirth.  There  were  47  deaths  from  childbirth  in  1900. 
or  18  more  than  in  1899.  Of  these  22  were  due  to  puerperal 
fever.  1 1  to  puerperal  eclampsia,  4  to  puerperal  hemorrhage 
2  to  metro- peritonitis,  and  one  each  to  thrombus  of  the  cord. 
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phlegmasia  alba  dolens,  extra-uterine  pregnancy,  vomiting 
of  pregnancy,  abscess  after  miscarriage  and  premature  de- 
livery. 

Cholera  Infantum.  This  term  does  not  appear  in  the  Ber- 
tillon  system,  and  is  therefore,  omitted  from  this  as  it  probably 
will  be  from  succeeding  reports.  For  table  showing  deaths 
from  this  disease  from  1856  to  1899  see  report  for  1899,  page 
34.  In  the  present  report  cholera  infantum  is  included  among 
diarrheal  diseases. 

Convulsions.  There  were  28  deaths  from  convulsions  in 
1900,  5  less  than  in  the  preceding  year.  Convulsions  were 
also  a  contributory  cause  of  death  in  the  following:  In  13 
cases  of  gastro-enteritis,  10  of  whooping  cough,  7  of  uremia, 
7  of  measles,  6  of  pneumonia,  6  of  indigestion,  6  of  cholera  in- 
fantum^ of  teething,4  of  bronchitis, 2  of  tubercular  meningitis, 
2  laryngeal  spasm,  2  intestinal  disease,  and  1  each  cerebral 
irritation,  spina  bifida,  imperforate  anus,  cerebral  congestion, 
jaundice,  marasmus,  apoplexy,  delirium,  diarrhea,  gastritis, 
pressure  during  labor,  premature  birth,  cerebro-spinal  menin- 
gitis, and  dysentery. 

Croup  caused  25  deaths  in  1900,  or  14  more  than  in  1899. 
Various  facts  concerning  deaths  from  croup  for  45  years  are 
given  in  the  folowing  table : 
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Debility.  This  was  the  cause  assigned  for  93  deaths  in  1900, 
of  which  78  were  debility  from  premature  birth.  Of  the  15 
others,  13  were  less  than  a  year  old. 

Diarrheal  Diseases.  According  to  the  Bertillon  system  the 
only  divisions  recognized  in  diarrheal  diseases  are  diarrhea, 
infantile  diarrhea,  and  dysentery.  Cholera  nostras,  which  I 
presume  is  usually  called  cholera  morbus  in  this  city,  is  classed 
with  the  epidemic  diseases,  but  no  deaths  were  attributed  to  it 
m  1900.  The  total  deaths  from  these  diseases  in  1900  were  as 
follows :

Embolism  and  Thrombosis.  There  were  in  1900  16  deaths 
from  these  causes,  of  which  3  were  due  to  thrombosis,  7  to 
cerebral  embolism,  3  to  embolism  of  the  coronary  artery,  1  to 
pulmonary  embolism,  1  to  embolism  with  bronchitis  and  con- 
gestion of  lungs,  and  1  to  embolism,  location  not  specified. 
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Fever,  Malarial.  In  1869,  two  deaths,  and  in  1880,  one 
death,  were  reported  as  due  to  malarial  fever.  These  were 
counted  in  with  typhoid  fever,  but  since  1880  the  record  of  ma- 
larial fever  has  been  kept  separate  from  typhoid.  Malarial 
disease  originated  in  Providence  in  1880  for  the  first  time  in 
ntty  years.

Fever,  Typhoid.  The  number  of  deaths  from  this  cause  in 
1900  was  41,  which  was  2  less  than  in  1899. 

In  the  twenty-five  years  previous  to  1881,  deaths  were  occa- 
sionally reported  from  "fever"  and  "bilious  fever,"  and  about 
30  in  all  as  "tyhpus  fever."  There  was  also,  in  1869,  1  death 
reported  as  "intermittent  fever,"  and  1  "malarial  fever,"  and  1 
from  malarial  fever  in  1880.  These  were  all  included  with 
typhoid  fever.  The  1  death  from  typhus  fever  in  1893  was  not 
included  with  typhoid. 
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The  next  table  shows  the  number  and  percentage,  of  de- 
cedents from  typhoid  fever,  in  each  division  of  age,  for  the  year 
1000,  and  also  for  the  forty-four  years  from  1856  to  1900,  in-

Hemorrhage.  There  were  2  deaths  due  to  this  cause  in 
1900,  of  which  1  was  pulmonary,  and  1  intestinal. 

Homicide.  There  were  in  1900  5  deaths  from  homicide. 
Ut  these,  2  were  stab  wounds,  1  suffocation  with  extract  of 
cinnamon,  and  1  fracture  of  the  skull ;  of  1  the  manner  was  not 
specified.

The  age  distribution  for  the  ten  years  was  as  follows : 


Insanity.     There  were  in  1900  20  deaths  from  this  cause,  of 
which  15  were  due  to  general  paralysis,  and  1  each  to  acute 
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mania,  melancholia,  circular  mania,  exhaustion,  psychosis,  and 
epilepsy.  Of  the  20  deaths  from  insanity  7  were  at  Butler 
Hospital,  and  13  in  other  parts  of  the  city.  There  were  17 
deaths  in  Butler  Hospital  from  other  causes,  as  follows:  3 
from  cerebral  hemorrhage,  3  from  old  age  (with  senile  de- 
mentia), 2  from  influenza;  and  1  each  cerebral  embolism,  acute 
bronchitis,  mitral  regurgitation,  epithelioma  of  rectum,  malig- 
nant growth  in  abdomen,  erysipelas,  acute  parenchymatous 
nephritis,  embolism  of  coronary  artery,  and  "unknown." 

Kidneys,  Diseases  of.  The  number  of  deaths  from  this 
cause  in  1900  was  229,  or  5  more  than  in  the  preceding  year. 
Of  these,  191  were  due  to  chronic  nephritis,  34  to  acute 
nephritis,  1  to  perinephritis,  and  1  to  renal  calculus. 

Liver,  Diseases  of.  There  were  47  deaths  from  this  cause 
in  1900,  or  14  more  than  in  1899.  Of  these,  23  were  due  to 
cirrhosis,  6  to  hepatitis,  5  to  congestion,  2  to  calculi, 2  to  enlarge- 
ment, 2  to  jaundice,  and  1  each  to  obstruction  of  gall-duct, 
abscess,  sarcoma,  atrophy,  and  tumor  of  the  gall  bladder. 

Malformations.  The  number  of  deaths  from  this  cause  in 
1900  was  22.  So  far  as  specified  they  were  as  follows :  Cya- 
nosis 5,  spina  bifida  4,  of  the  valves  of  the  heart  2,  and  1  each 
imperforate  anus,  stricture  of  rectum,  malformation  of  intes- 
tine, malformation  of  heart,  open  faramen  ovale,  open  ductus 
arteriosus,  cleft  palate  and  hair  lip,  and  anuria. 

Measles.  There  were  97  deaths  from  measles  in  1900,  or  70 
more  than  in  the  preceding  year.  The  outbreak  lasted  from 
November,  1899,  to  May,  1900. 

This  disease  has  always  been  very  irregular  in  its  appearance 
in  this  city,  as  may  be  seen  from  the  following  table,  which 
shows  the  number  of  deaths  caused  by  it  in  each  year  since

Tetanus.  There  were  2  deaths  from  this  cause  in  1900,  1 
following  a  gunshot  wound  of  the  hand,  and  1  injury  caused  by 
stepping  on  a  potato  digger. 

Tuberculosis  was  the  cause  of  41  deaths  in  1900,  or  6  less 
than  in  1899.  The  name  "tuberculosis"  was  first  used  in  these 
reports  in  1867,  and  the  number  of  deaths  from  this  cause  in  34 
years,  from  1867  to  1900  is  801. 

If  under  tuberculosis  should  also  be  included  tubercular 
meningitis,  phthisis,  and  hydrocephalus,  it  is  probable  that 
some  few  cases  of  non-tuberculous  disease  might  be  included, 
but  as  a  certain  number  of  cases  of  true  tuberculosis  are  un- 
doubtedly reported  as  adenitis,  disease  of  bone,  peritonitis,  etc., 
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it  is  probable  that  this  total  would  be  below,  rather  than  above, 
the  actual  number  of  deaths  from  tubercular  disease.  The 
total  of  these  tubercular  diseases  for  1900  was  503,  or  13.74 
per  cent,  of  deaths  from  known  causes. 

Tumors.  There  were  10  uterine,  4  ovarian,  and  3  abdominal 
tumors  in  1900. 

Whooping  Cough.  Whooping  cough  caused  45  deaths  in 
1900.

Nativity  and  Residence.  There  were,  in  1900,  136  mar- 
riages, or  7.16  per  cent,  of  all,  in  which  both  parties  were 
natives  of  Providence.  There  were  besides,  182  marriages 
where  the  groom  only  was  born  here ;  and  in  295  the  bride  only.

Marriage  Licenses.  There  were  2,040  marriage  licenses 
issued  in  1900  from  the  office  of  the  City  Registrar;  this  was 
140  more  than  the  number  of  marriages  during  the  year. 
These  two  numbers  never  correspond  exactly;  see  Report  for 
1886,  page  26.

The  number  of  deaths  reported  in  Providence  for  the 
year  1902  was  3,394,  which  was  50  less  than  in  1901.

In  1,625  cases,  or  79.77  per  cent,  of  all,  it  was  the  first 
marriage  of  both  parties.  The  number  of  grooms  married 
for  the  first  time  was  1,752,  or  86.01  per  cent,  of  all ;  of 
brides,  1,804,  or  88.56  per  cent. 

In  80  cases,  3.93  per  cent,  of  all,  it  was  the  second  mar- 
riage of  both  parties. 

Marriage  of  Divorced  Persons.  There  were,  in  1902,  15 
marriages  where  both  parties  had  been  divorced ;  there  were 
48  other  marriages  where  the  man  had  been  divorced,  and 
60  where  the  woman  had  been;  in  all,  123  marriages,  or 
6.04  per  cent,  of  all,  where  one  or  both  of  the  parties  had 
been  divorced.  This  was  22  more  marriages  and  0.65  per 
cent,  more  than  in  1901.

There  were  4,074  persons  married  in  1902,  of  whom  138, 
or  3.39  per  cent,  had  been  divorced ;  63  men  and  75  women. 
The  123  marriages  of  divorced  persons  were  performed  by 
clergymen  of  different  denominations,  or  by  civil  authority, 
as  follows: 


Nativity  and  Residence.  There  were,  in  1902,  159  mar 
riages,  or  7.81  per  cent,  of  all.  in  which  both  parties  were 
natives  of  Providence.  There  were  besides,  208  marriages 
where  the  groom  only  was  born  here ;  and  in  261,  the  bride 
only.  This  gives  a  total  of  787  persons  married  here  during 
the  year  who  were  natives  of  the  city;  this  was  19.32  per 
cent,  of  the  4,074  persons  married  during  the  year. 

In  317  marriages,  or  15.56  per  cent,  of  all,  both  parties 
were  non-residents  of  the  city ;  this  was  59  more  marriages 
and  1.80  per  cent,  more  than  in  1901.  Of  these  317  mar 
riages,  there  were  211  where  both  parties  were  from  outside 
the  State;  in  141  both  parties  came  from  Massachusetts; 
and  in  27  others  one  of  the  parties  was  from  that  State.

Physicians  and  midwives  report  the  births  which  they  at- 
tend, and  in  this  way  many  names  are  added  to  the  enu- 
merators' returns.  In  1902  the  enumerators  brought  in 
4,248  returns;  of  these  returns,  122  were  still-births,  and 
109  were  of  children  born  out  of  town  and  moving  into  the 
city  within  the  year.  This  leaves  4,017  enumerators'  re- 
turns recorded  as  births  in  the  city.  To  these  were  added 
702,  which  were  received  complete  from  other  sources,  so 
that  the  total  number  of  complete  returns  for  the  year  1902 
was  4,719.  As  the  population  of  tne  city  for  1902  was  esti- 
mated to  be  181,000,  the  birth  rate  was  26.07.  There  were, 
in  1902,  23  more  births  than  in  1901. 

Previous  to  1896  still-births  were  always  reckoned  among 
the  births  in  the  registration  reports  of  this  city.  This, 
however,  is  not  the  method  followed  by  statisticians  gen- 
erally, and  the  statistics  of  this  city  are  now  made  compar- 
able with  those  of  other  cities  by  reckoning  as  births  only 
the  living  births.

the  still-born  children,  there  were  1,483  males  and  1,496 
females. 

In  the  1,605  cases  of  plurality  births,  there  were  1,606 

male  and  1,496  female  children;  a  proportion  of  99.4  fe- 
males to  100  males;  or  49.85  female,  and  50.15  male  children 
in  each  100  born. 

Color.  In  the  cases  of  triplets  and  quadruplets,  the 
parents  were  all  white;  of  the  1,488  cases  of  twins,  in  1,401 
the  parents  were  white,  and  in  87  they  were  colored. 

Parentage.  Of  the  quadruplets  the  father  was  American 
and  the  mother  British-American. 

Of  the  triplets,  in  3  cases  the  parents  were  both  Ameri- 
can; in  C  cases,  both  were  Irish;  in  2  cases,  both  were  Ger- 
man; in  2  cases,  both  Italian;  in  1  the  father  was  English 
and  the  mother  Irish ;  in  1,  the  father  Scotch  and  the  mother 
Irish;  and  in  1,  the  father  American  and  the  mother  Irish. 
There  were  but  3  American  mothers  in  the  16  cases.

Of  these  1,501  cases  of  plurality  births  during  the  forty- 
seven  years,  the  466  of  American  parentage  were  31.05  per 
cent. ;  the  823  of  foreign  parentage  were  54.83  per  cent. ;  the 
111  with  American  fathers  and  foreign  mothers,  7.39  per 
cent.,  and  the  101  with  foreign  fathers  and  American  moth- 
ers, 6.73  per  cent. 

Illegitimacy.  The  number  of  illegitimate  births  recorded 
in  Providence  in  1902  was  80,  or  1.69  per  cent,  of  all  the 
children  born  during  the  year.  The  actual  number  was 
undoubtedly  somewhat  greater  than  this. 

Thirty-eight  of  these  births  occurred  at  the  Providence 
Lying-in-Hospital,  and  1  at  the  Channing  Hospital. 

In  67  cases  this  was  reported  as  the  first  child  of  the 
mother ;  in  7  cases  the  second  child ;  in  one  case  each  it  was 
the  third,  fourth,  fifth,  sixth  or  ninth  child;  in  1  case  the 
number  was  not  stated.
